Lay ministers may 
now invoke blessing 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — Lay 
extraordinary ministers of the 
Eucharist may now include a 
blessing when they distribute 
Communion outside Mass, 
according to regulations from 
the Vatican Congregation for 
Divine Worship. 

The right of lay men and 
women to give Communion 
now includes the right to in- 
voke a blessing on all par- 
ticipants, and to sign himself 
with the Sign of the Cross 
during that invocation. A new 
68-page booklet publishes the 
new norms. 


MSGR. GILBERTO 
Agustoni, a congregation 
consultor, explained that the 
new regulations draw heavily 
from Vatican II, Pope Paul’s 
1965 encyclical on _ the 
Eucharist and his 1973 in- 
struction on the extraordinary 
ministers. 

It also corrects an omission 


in the 1973 guidelines — the 
right to bless and say certain 
prayers previously reserved 
for priests. 

Just as in the Mass, 
distribution of Communion 
outside Mass by lay ministers 
now includes a_ penitential 
service, scripture readings, 
the Our Father, peace hand- 
shake and, after Communion, a 
parting prayer and final 
blessing. 


CITING THE papal en- 
cyclical, the booklet says that 
in the Mass “the whole and 
entire Christ, God and man, is 
present substantially and 
entirely in the Sacrament of 
the Eucharist.”’ 

Because the Church believes 
Christ is present in the con- 
secrated bread, the booklet 
emphasizes the Eucharist 
should be reserved in a ‘‘fitting 
place and one suitable for 
fostering recollection.”

Sister Patricia ‘goes’ to jail 
to ‘live Christ's message’

‘Ever since I was a child, Christ’s 
message to visit the imprisoned has 
haunted me. Now I am trying to live 
it,” says Sister Patricia Margaret 
Barnard, University High School 
religion teacher who has made about 60 
visits to the women’s section of the San 
Diego County Jail during the past six 
months. 

Known to the inmates as Sister Pat, 
the Sister of St. Joseph of Carondolet 
began as a volunteer crocheting 
teacher last April at the request of 
Father James Anderson, full-time 
chaplain. 


“FATHER ANDERSON was so

To guide parish ‘speak up’ sessions, 
the first five of 14 commission papers 
are now being printed.

swamped with work at the men’s jail 
that he didn’t have much time for the 
women’s section,” she explained. 

Her first crocheting students were 
seven Spanish speaking women who 
had not joined the: other weekly 
workshops because of the language © 
barrier. Now the nun, whose college 
degree is in Spanish, has 20 women 
from three ‘‘tanks’”’ (dormitories) in 
the class, only part of her apostolate 
which has reached 500 women 
prisoners. 

‘When I first walked into the jail,” 
Sister Pat recalled, ‘‘I was shocked by 
the dull apathetic look of everyone. The 
women hardly even seemed alive.” 


DURING THE summer Sister Pat 
visited the jail every day. 

“1 knew I had to help get rid of the 
dehumanization in the jail,”’ she said. 
“Tf I could make it a little more human 
for the inmates, if I could make them 
happier, I could also lighten the load of 
the institution trained deputies.” 

Sister Pat set out on a rigorous 
schedule. She began each day with 
Mass and a holy hour at Our Lady of 
the Rosary church. By 9 a.m. she was 
at the jail where she met with the 
women until 3 p.m. Then she drove to 
University Hospital, three miles from 
the jail, to visit inmates and sick 
relatives of the prisoners. 

DURING HER jail stay, Sister Pat 
answered many requests each day, a 
task she still performs Thursday and 
Friday afternoons. 

“T make phone calls for them,” she 
explained. ‘‘Sometimes a woman 
wants me to call her lawyer about her 
trial or appeal. Often they ask me to 
contact a parent or husband. They 


want to know how their children are or -

Singing and signing the Mass 


At the workshop conducted by our department for the deaf 
and hard of hearing recently one element in the planned 
liturgy was the use of songs. 


At first I found that a little incredible and bewildering. 
How, I wondered, could they benefit from music? 


What they miss in terms of sound, I hope I’ll never know. 
I’m one of those who pushes car radio buttons when the 
commercial comes on and disturbs my music. But I was 
amazed to see how “signing,” or telling the words in 
sign language, in a rhythmic fashion does present a kind of 
music. 


That was only one of the interesting discoveries of that day. 
The deaf are warm, intelligent people, and much like anyone 
else. 


And we’ve all got some kind of ‘‘handicap”’ that impedes us 
somehow — often impeding any chance of “‘hearing’’ the 
voice of the Spirit in our lives. 


We are understandably proud of the efforts of the volun- 
teers for the deaf, and their inclusion in our office staff, 
where they are trying to meet the religious education needs 
of the deaf. But two major needs confront us: discovering 
those in need of our help, and finding more volunteers willing 
to share their faith with them. 


You don’t need to know sign language to sing the message 
of Christ to others; just his love and sense of service.

more action with prayers

Theresians of America, dedicated to 
prayer and spiritual growth, were urged to 
take stronger roles in Church and society as 
they held their national convention in San 
Diego last weekend. 

But their prayer and good works were not 


#. forgotten as Bishop Leo T. Maher reminded 


them to follow two other Theresas. He 
pointed to St. Therese of Lisieux, 19th 
century French woman after whom the 
group is named, and Mother Teresa of 
Calcutta, 20th century servant of the poor. 


THE THREE-DAY meeting, with 200 
registered, was hosted by the Theresians of 
San Diego. Mrs. Marge Dougherty, Holy 


Family church, president, was in charge of © 


registration, and Mrs. Rosanne Chipp, Our 
Lady of Grace parish, was convention co- 
chairman. 

Auxiliary Bishop George R. Evans of 
Denver, national episcopal adviser, told the 


%~ Theresians that while the Church was op- 


posed to ordination of women, it welcomes 
them in a wide range of unordained lay 
ministries. 

Msgr. Elwood Voss of Phoenix, Ariz., 
founder and national director, called on 
them to build small communities of 
Christian women regardless of life style to 
give them a sense of belonging in a world 
grown too large. 


SISTER MARY Rose Christy, also 
Phoenix, a state legislative aide, urged the 
woman to “‘get involved”’ in politics to bring 
the influence of Christianity on law-making 
affecting everyone. 

And Mrs. Clairie Collins Harvey of 
Jackson, Miss., president, Church Women 


United, said Theresians should ‘‘recognize, 
accept and rejoice in the new women 
emerging today and become one of them.”’ 

Because of a shortage of priests and 
religious vocations, Bishop Evans said, 
“dedicated unordained women are called 
into many ministries of the Church. The 
Holy Spirit is not limiting itself to the male 
gender. We see this more as women assume 
more ministerial tasks. 


“THERE IS NEED for dedicated 
ministerial women in a pagan society to 
teach, live and bring the gospel values .. . 
Women are giving a wholeness to the 
Church.” 

Msgr. Voss said there is much evidence 
today in the Church that ‘‘people want to 
belong to small communities for 
spirituality, learning and mutual support. 

“But to build a community is not easy, 
whether of religious or lay women. It means 
a true grasp of Christian principles of the 
gospel and a firm commitment to these 
principles.”’ 


SISTER CHRISTY, involved in many 


community groups fighting social ills, said 
it’s becoming increasingly important for 
Christian women to be part of the political 
structure. “The people in government make 
all laws which determine how society lives. 

. “We get the type of government we 
deserve. All it takes for evil to flourish is 
that good people do nothing. If Christians 
stay aloof from politics they commit a sin of 
omission.” 

She chided Christians who want to be 
“non-partisan,”’ asserting that “‘we already 
are partisan because we _ stand for 
something — the gospel.” 


MRS. HARVEY noted she was making her

It is their obligation to provide a 
continued education based on a Christian 
concept.”’ 

She is supported by Father Erickson who 
says St. Mel’s ‘‘is not an institution. We 
know we have been too rigid in the past. But 
now we are going to humanize our school 
without sacrificing our beliefs or the quality 
of our education. We hope to‘ humanize 
without compromising.” 

Sister Mary Willoughby, another new 
teacher from Leavenworth, Kan., endorses 
the school’s ‘‘open-door’’ policy, saying, “‘It 
is good that people should have a choice of 
schools. We offer an atmosphere where 
Christian community is practiced all day; 
not just a few hours a week.”’

if their husbands have found jobs, or 
they need money.” 

All personal supplies must be pur- 
chased through the prison commissary 
because security regulations forbid the 
acceptance of gifts. Some women, 
hired as trustees, earn 50 cents a day 


cleaning the facility, doing laundry or. 


working in the sewing room. Others 
receive money from their families. 


SHE FEELS HER most important 
job is showing the women that someone 
cares about them. 

“They need to know that they are 
loved. Often a woman wants someone 
to talk to, someone who will un- 
derstand. I tell them that is why I’m 
here. Sometimes they just want to cry, 
a luxury they cannot afford in front of 
the other women.”’ 

Conditions in the jail are crowded, 
Sister Pat noted, and the women, 
dressed in flowered uniforms and 
green zippered jackets, must maintain 
good behavior to participate in her 
class or go on the weekly outing to the 
jail’s roof. During the rest of the time, 
they stay within the jail ‘tanks,’ 
breathing pumped air since there are 
no windows. 


SISTER PAT has worked with 
women arrested on charges from 
heroin addiction, smuggling dope or 
illegal aliens to prostitution and 
murder. 

From her contacts, Sister Pat 
estimates that at least one third, if not 
one half, of the inmates are Catholic. 
She gives them religious instruction or 
counsel when they ask for it. Recently 
four women wanted to learn the rosary 
and another is making continuous 
novenas to St. Jude. Father Anderson 
offers weekly Mass in both jails. 

He has established. the St. Dismas 
Relief Fund League for persons in- 
terested in helping the prisoners. 
Money donations are given to inmates 
needing personal supplies while in jail 
or transportation upon release. The 
fund also pays for the rental of rooms 
at the Cardijn Center for inmates 
dismissed without a place to go.

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A time to keep

Words almost fail us 


In the spate of words which have followed the ex- 
traordinary constitutional crisis resulting from 
presidential tampering with legal procedures, ‘any 
more would seem superfluous. The administration’s 
insistence on “‘law and order’’ now has a hollow ring. 
The abuse of moral principles at the highest level 
has increased. 

The sad state of national morality is not only 
reflected in the machinations of the White House, but 
right on down, through the Agnews, the Smiths, 
Joneses and everyone of us. Take the typical case of 
Spiro Agnew. 

The case of Spiro neice is a classic example of self- 
deception and delusion, to put it kindly, and an object 
lesson for us all. If the accumulated allegations 
against him are only a tithe correct, and if the 
Maryland scene of political financial entanglements 
is only half what it seems, the nation, and every per- 
son in it, needs to look seriously at itself. 

Every legislature, every state house has its 
Agnewisms — the expected rewards for the favorable 
vote, the pressure brought to bear in a lobbyist’s 
cause. The reward may take the form of official 
campaign contribution, or the handy little envelope of 
cash, the weekends ona yacht, or the regular supply of 
some special delicacy. Large or small, the kickback is 
there, official or unofficial, under or over the counter. 


Felonious way of life 


From the political angle it was put well by columnist 
Richard Wilson who said ‘‘an atmosphere of govern- 
ment corruption was not even recognized by those 
closest to it. This gap in perception is so universal that 
in every state capital in the nation officials must be 
quaking in the dazzling enlightenment that their way 
of life is felonious.” 

Wilson further states: ‘‘An infectious dust arises 
from the lush carpeting of high office. It distorts the 
vision and before long too many of the high and mighty 
begin to think of the sacrifices they are making for 
their country and how inadequate to maintain their 
bloated status are their material rewards.” 

In high places it may be, but don’t let’s overlook the 
lower echelons, too. Except in degree, what is the 
difference between the high official and material 
rewards and the lowly worker who filches tools or 
equipment from the workshop, the civil servant who 
uses inside knowledge for his own gain, the cop who 
accepts bribes — all of these ‘‘justified’” because 
others doit, or ‘‘the job doesn’t pay enough.”’ 

From the minister who puts dollars before 
devotions, to the garage mechanic who pads the bill, 
from the company president whose ‘‘business 
allowances” are outrageously tax-free to the bar- 
tender who waters the drinks — there are thousands of 
these ‘‘justified’’” Agnewisms — if we allow our moral 
standards to become so subjective.

White or red Mass? | 


They call it the ‘“‘white Mass”’ but the vestments are 
red for the feast of St. Luke. And the doctors, whose 
special occasion it is, don’t appear in white coats. Last 
week the celebration at Mercy Hospital was the best 
attended in recent years, with about 50 doctors present 
with Bishop Maher and the hospital chaplains. 


The bishop spoke of the “consumer mentality” - 


prevalent today, “‘the aggressive, acquisitive syn- 
drome where people must have, possess, use things 
and exploit them.’’ He spoke of those who worship 
“the gift, not the giver, the echo of God, not God.” 
Many today, he said, ‘‘are looking at the painting of 


life, but never ask who painted it. They love life and — 


forget the One who gave them life.” 
The ‘‘red Mass,”’ incidentally, is the official opening 
of the legal calendar. 


No ‘White Christmas‘ even? 


There’s been a move recently to have expunged 
from the music studies of the San Diego Unified School 
District any songs or compositions which relate toa 
Christian feast. In effect, such a ban would 
presumably even include something like ‘I’m 
dreaming of a white Christmas.”’ 

We are aware of state and local guidelines regard- 
ing religion in schools and the thorny path the 
educators have to tread to avoid upsetting suscep- 
tibilities. But it would be ludicrous if any reference to 
religion or religious festivals had to be avoided, since 
so much music is concerned — indeed has sprung from 
— religious observance, particularly Catholic. 

Such agitation would eventually wipe out much of 
Bach, Beethoven and many other classical composers 
because of the religious aspects of much of their 
music. 

But ban ‘‘White Christmas’? There’d be a school 
revolt, surely. That’s almost un-American. _ 


Prophetic message? 


The Mass of pre-Vatican II days was a perfect 
example of logistics. Every word and action was 
specified, and moral theologians busied themselves 
with the degrees of culpability involved in the 
deliberate omission of virtually any rubric. ‘‘Liturgy”’ 
really meant ‘‘rubrics.”’ 

Most adult Catholics today were reared on this 
tradition. Some are still confused and disturbed, even 
deeply hurt at the revised Mass. Latin, bells, com- 
munion rails, altar cloths have gone — things which 
were ‘“‘worshipped”’ for themselves. 

But salvation history offers an important lesson. 
Whenever the Church of Israel or the,Christian Church 
became overly concerned with externals, God raised 
up prophets and saints to preach a return to essential 
purposes for the People of God. Perhaps we are seeing 
this in the constant reminder of a personal com- 
mitment to Christ seen in today’s renewal 
movements.

The opiate of conscience 


As women will, we were talking 
about... striving for perfection and 
overcoming one’s faults and how 
scrupulosity may, parodoxically, 
become the opiate of conscience. 

From the penitents of old, heaping 
coals of fire upon their heads, to the 
earnest soul-searching of prayer and 
“encounter” groups today is, it seems 
to me, no more than a short, quick 
step. 


WE ARE VERY adroit at 
camouflaging self-absorption in 
trapings of humility and personal 
denigration, and in the sauna of sighs 
and “mea culpas,” allowing lassitude 
to seep into the pores of our inner 
being. 

As every reluctant housewife knows, 
the admission of a fault may quiet 
effectively be adapted to imply an 
excuse. ‘‘Oh, I am a é terrible 
housewife,’ we lazy careless ones 
admit — then subside happily into our 
respective degrees of chaos, personally 
absolved of any need for further 
housewifely chores. 

“Oh, Iam such a sinner,” ‘I have 
such a bad temper.” My pride —or my 
vanity — or my vain glory — my end- 
less litany of veniality — helps more 
than adequately to insulate me from 
the chilling wind of challenge to action 
and change. 


A FRIEND I have known for many 
years, has a cavalier way with her 
imperfections. ‘I don’t think of them,” 
she says. “I have no time to waste 
breast-beating. I think it is more im- 
portant to remember the over- 
whelming generosity of Christ’s love 
for us, and the challenge to respond in 
love. If you keep that in mind, the faults 
and problems take care of themselves 
in time.” 

Her attitude is more likely to shock 
than to convince — not because it is 
invalid, but because we have grown 
used to finding value in self-accusation 
and mistake it for humility, and 


Don’t criticize — Synodize 


because we have such great respect for 
our sins! 

And it is so much more congenial to 
recite the socially accepted and 
psychologically explained ‘‘sins” — the 
things “everyone does” than to say in 
truth that we do not love. 


IT IS SO MUCH less demanding to 
feel remorse over acts of anger or 
malice — or omissions — than to 
discipline oneself to avoid them and 
react in positive good. 

And in our pre-occupation, our ob- 
session with faults and imperfections, 
we encourage feelings of impotence 
and despair or indifference. If we 
believe that, by our own efforts, we 
may grow to perfection, how may we 
ever reconcile continually falling short 
of the mark? 

“Be perfect,’’ Christ said. Not try, or 
strive, but be perfect. “As your 
heavenly Father is perfect.’’ Be perfect 
in love. 


~IT IS ONLY in loving that we achieve 
perfection. When we are truly loving, 
we are — for that brief time — the 
persons we are created to be. Truly 


loving, we reach the true perfection of 
our human being. : 


We may fight against faults for a 
hundred life times and never come 
close to union with Christ or to divine 
perfection. But one instant of selfless 
a brings us instantly to oneness with 
God. 

While our vision is turned inward 
upon ourselves, we will always fail, or 
stumble in circles. Only when our 
perspective is truly centered on Christ, 
and we cannot escape our nothingness, 
can we diminish in our own sight, as he 
increases. ©

Question: 
Is there any reason why Jesus chose 
the Jews to preach his message to? 


In the Epistle to the Romans, 
especially chapters 9 through 11, St. 
Paul wrestled with the explanation of 


God’s free choice in the selection of the 


Jews. Just as the Book of Job could not 
answer the problem of evil, so Paul can 
only.invoke God’s words to Moses: ‘“‘I 


shall have mercy on whom I have’ 


mercy, and I will show pity to whom I 
show pity.” 


This letter emphasizes the fact that 


the Jews were not chosen because of - 


any good works that they had done but, 
rather, because of God’s free choice. 
He also reminds the Gentiles that ‘‘for 
their fathers’ sake they (the Jews) are 
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most dear in virtue of the divine choice. 
For God does not revoke his gifts and 
his call’’ (11:28-29). 


Question: 
What are the rules about ‘“Xerox- 
ing” music from hymnals and other 
sources? 


Copyrighted music may not lawfully 
be reproduced in any form without the 
publisher’s permission. And you can be 
sure that nine-tenths of all music 
available has copyright protection. It 
may be interesting to note that on Oct. 8 


two prominent publishers — NALR 


(North American Liturgy Resources) 
and FEL (Friends of the English 
Language) — announced to a con- 
vention of church musicians that they 


have engaged attorneys for the purpose 
of suing copyright violators. And they 
mean business. 3 

Remember, too, that copyright 
applies equally to the words, as well as 
the music. Parishes which make up 
their own books of words are infringing 
copyright. 

I personally hope that all music: 
publishers take the same stance. It is 
only too easy to duplicate copyrighted 
material while we watch (with ap- 
propriate dismay) the Watergate and 
allied chicaneries. What others may 
have done wrongfully in the name of 
“headquarters” or ‘‘the party’? we do 
in the name of “‘religion’’ or ‘“‘active 
participation.”’ Figure that one out. It 
used to be called ‘‘the double stan- 
dard.” 


Talking Point

Standing in front of the church after Mass, a 
bewildered and upset mother asked, ‘‘What’s 
happened to confession? My daughter doesn’t 


_believe in it anymore, and a priest told me in so 


many words that it’s a waste of time for me to 
confess venial sins!”’ 

This incident mirrors two aspects of current 
confusion: the layman’s feeling that his past 
training was somehow wrong, and the priest’s 
struggle to formulate an effective pastoral ap- 
proach to this sacrament. An understanding of 
the historical development of confession may 
suggest viable norms for its use today. 


THE NEW TESTAMENT documents clearly 
foresaw the possibility that a baptized Christian 
could relapse into sin and Jesus expressly 
granted to the Church a disciplinary power over 
believers in this regard: ‘‘Amen, I say to you, 
whatever you bind on earth shall be bound also in 
heaven; and whatever you loose on earth shall be 
loosed also in heaven” (Matthew 18:18). In the 
early Church, forgiveness of daily faults was 
effected by prayer, penance and attendance at 
the Eucharist. 

But the forgiveness of serious sin was not 
considered to be a private matter between the 
sinner and God. Jurisdiction concerning this was 
left to the judgment of the bishops in their 
territory. Especially in the second century were 
they influenced by an anonymous treatise en- 
titled ‘Shepherd Hermas’’ which strongly ad- 
vocated a ‘‘single penance’ — confession once in 
a lifetime. The almost universal acceptance of 
this doctrine resulted in the identification of 
confession with the last rites for the dying. 

For those who chose an earlier confession, the 
procedure was standardized by the time of St. 
Augustine: the sinner requested and received a 
penance; only after its completion did he ap- 
proach the bishop to receive formal recon- 
ciliation to the Church. The performance of the 
penance rather than the ‘‘absolution’”’ of the 
bishop was stressed. 


AN EXCEPTION TO this general practice 
existed in Britain and Ireland. Isolated as they 
were, the Celtic churches developed the custom 
of frequent confession connected with spiritual 
direction; the absolution preceded the penance;

and the minister of the sacrament could be a 
priest as well as a bishop. After 500 A.D., the 
Celtic missionaries introduced this 
revolutionary practice to the rest of the Roman 
Church. 

This effected an interesting change in 
theological thought. Where most of the Church 
had followed the order of confession of sins, 


imposition and accomplishment of penance and, - 


finally, public reconciliation into the community, 
the Celts favored confession, absolution and the 
performance of penance. 

As this “‘new way”’ was gradually adopted, the 
words of absolution rather than the penance 
became the effective sign of forgiveness. With 
the Celtic innovation, the sacrament had, in its 
essentials, attained the form in which it is 


‘practiced to this day. 
FOR MANY CENTURIES, however, people © 


did not make use of confession — both because 
the penances were lengthy and harsh, and 
because the reception of Holy Communion was 
most infrequent. It took the urging of Pope St. 
Pius X to bring about a fresh appreciation of both 
sacraments. 

Then, in 1963, the Vatican Council directed: 
“The rite and formulas for the Sacrament of 
Penance are to be revised so that they more 
clearly express both the nature and the effect of 
the sacrament.” ‘ 

Today there is an emphasis on the ‘‘I-Thou’’ 
effect of sin involving not only the entire-Church 
but also personal relationships. This could be 
carried too far, as Father Charles Curran points 
out: 

“PEOPLE TALK ABOUT the secularization of 
sin and conversion so that the whole reality is 
seen in terms of man’s relationship with his 
fellow man, and thus the forgiveness of sin 
requires merely that we ask our brother for 
forgiveness without seeing much need to ask God 
for forgiveness. 

“A proper understanding of the multiple and 
interconnected relationships of Christian love, 
sin and forgiveness argues for the need to keep 
all aspects in proper perspective. Forgiveness 
comes from both God and neighbor, and the 
penitent person must resolve to improve his 
relationship of love with God, neighbor and the 
world.” 

An experimental rite which harmonizes and

balances these various elements is the ‘penance 
liturgy’ which may or may not include private, 
sacramental confession. Through word and song 
in a communal setting, the participants come to 
a deeper awareness of their solidarity in guilt 
and their need of the visible Church. The 
ultimate objective of such a penance service is to 
encourage and emphasize — not minimize or 
abolish — the personal duty to approach the™ 
sacrament. 


SO HOW OFTEN should a Catholic go to 
confession? Keeping in mind the historical 
development of penance and its theological 
import, these suggestions may be helpful: 

First, a person must confess whenever he feels 
that he is in the state of mortal sin. Apart from 
this situation: 

Every person has perfect freedom as to 
frequency of approach to the sacrament ac- 
cording to the individual call of grace. 


ALSO, THE ‘CONFESSION of devotion’ — 
wherein venial rather than mortal faults are 
involved — is a fruitful and recommended 
practice. It is important to understand that the 


‘ absence of mortal sins should not deter one from 


using this sacrament. 
But some people are coming to the conviction 


‘that the frequent use of (devotional) confession 


can become routine and mechanical. If this is so, 

perhaps a monthly or quarterly reception of the 
sacrament may be more meaningful, thus 
correcting two extremes: on the one hand, the 
emphasis will not be on the stockpiling of grace; 

on the other hand, by confessing at regular and 
well-spaced intervals the conscientious Christian 
will not ‘‘drift’’ in his spiritual life. 

A final suggestion: In the confession of mortal 
sins, it is necessary to indicate the number of 
times. But in a devotional confession, let us avoid 
the ‘numbers game”’ (‘‘I did this 18 times, I did 
that 65 times ...”’) and concentrate on the 
“‘why’’ of our failings.

Dr. Willke emphasized the fetus is 
not part of thie mother’s body for her to 
do with as she pleases, but really 
‘foreign tissue’’ within her. 

“It’s the miracle of pregnancy that 
this totally different body can co-exist 
within the mother for 280 days and live 
in harmony without being destroyed by 
the rejecting phenomenon,” he said. 


IN ASSERTING LIFE begins at 
conception, Dr. Willke said, ‘“Here we 
have totally proven biological fact 
about which there can be no argument. 
Each of us begins at conception. When 
sperm met ovum we were created. 

“The fact pro-abortionists simply 
avoid is that within the fertilized egg 
cell was everything we were, are or 
ever will be. 

“Can we, like the pro-abortionists, 
Say we were not truly human at that 
point? Not biologically, not scien- 
tifically you can’t.”’ 

HE HIT DISTORTION of the 
question by semantics, noting that a 
fetus or embryo now means a “non- 
human”’ thing. So it’s easy to kill a 
fetus, he said, but it’s not easy to kill it 
if we called it an unborn child or a 
developing baby. 

If enough people are educated to the 
fact the living fetus is a human life, 
people will say ‘‘you can’t kill babies.”’ 

Dr. Willke also scored pro- 
abortionists who maintain life starts at 
viability — when the fetus can live 
outside the mother’s womb. 


“VIABILITY DOESN’T measure the 
baby. It measures the sophistication of 
the life-support systems around the 
baby The viability argument 
cannot be used to determine whether a 
living human fetus is human life.’’

He said 50 per 
cent of all teenage 
marriages in this country 
end in divorce. 

Reporting a survey of the 
composition of marriage 
tribunals in dioceses, he 
observed that many lacked 
members suitable qualified

Actor Carroll O’Connor 
favors amnesty,-more clergy 
involvement in politics, 
women’s liberation, and 
optional celibacy for priests. 

HOWEVER, the actor 
expresses keen compassion 
for Archie. He believes the 
celebrated bigot is sick and 
needs help — the kind of help 
that the churches can offer to 
save him and others like 
him. 

“Bigotry is a trap, and

O’Connor, 49, Said in the 
October St. Anthony 
Messenger.

“by a loving father or 
mother,’ O’Connor said. 
“IUs a trap encased in love. 


- You’re trapped by any ideas 


instilled at a formative time 
of your life. When these ideas 
come with parental love, the 
love makes them indelible.” 

How can we get rid of 
bigotry? ‘Look squarely at 
it,” the actor suggests. He 
said the program ‘‘All in the 
Family” is bringing to light 
many of the unexpressed 
biases and _ fears. of 
Americans, and thus 
allowing the biases to be 
“Jampooned’”’ and weeded 
out. ~ 

“Archie is a man who is 
having a sour life, who 
comes home every day mad 
at the world ... and whose 
inability to get joy out of life 
is due to his fundamental 
errors,” O’Connor said. 


IRISH-CATHOLIC on both 
sides of his family, Carroll 
O’Connor was born in New 
York in 1924. He was a 
merchant seaman during 
World War II. In 1951, he 


BS 
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married Nancy Fields, - 


whom he first met at the 
University of Montana. Both 
were interested in the 
theater. The~ O’Connors, 
married 22 years, live in Los 
Angeles with a son. 

O’Connor said that when 
married in 1951, he was not 
practicing his religion. He 
said this influenced his wife 
to drift from her 
Episcopalian practice. 

In 1961, Nancy began 
taking instruction ~ and 
converted to Catholicism, he 
recalled. ‘She brought me 
back. I don’t think I ever lost 
my faith. I just wasn’t at- 
tending to it.” 


CONTRASTING _ sharply 
with Archie’s chauvinistic 
stand toward women, 
O’Connor declared that ‘“‘a 
husband has no_ business 
treating his wife as an in- 
ferior in any way. She’s the 
same in the sight of God as 
he is. She’s no less; she has 
no less_ soul no less 
mind.” 

He gave hearty approval 
to the changes which swept 
over the Church after 
Vatican II, and called for 
greater involvement of the 
Church in political and social 
problems and issues. 
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
